Coach Fred Persley-Teachers get paid by how many stu- 
dents attend supervision. That shows, if 200 students don’t 
go to supervision for one day and $100 is spent for each 
child, then $20,000 is lost in that one day from Northeast.

New Policy 


An old but new subject 
that particularly grabs ones 
attention is Average Daily 
Attendance, better known 
to teachers as ADA. 

Students don’t think 
much about it but their at- 
tendance actually affects 
the number of teachers we 
have from year to year. This 
means that coming to Super- 
vision is necessary and not 
just to listen to the pledge or 
alma mater and to hear your 
supervision teacher com- 
plain about the noise level. 

There is a record kept dai- 
ly of student attendance and 
at the end of each year, it is 
reviewed to report an aver- 
age of how many students 
come to school. For example
